But on an average these 


men are law unto themselves and 
they make their own ordinances and 
enforce them in their own way. 


There is a great forest of yellow 


pine In this section, and a company 
hauls it twenty miles to a railroad. 
North, south and west there is no 
railroad for many miles, and this 
timber town is naturally a center for 
black, white, tough, gambler and fu- 
gitive. 


I went to this region to see the 


great stone lions, called the moun- 
tain lions of Cochite; but I did not 
see them. From an old mountaineer, 
who had lived forty years in these 
uplands, I learned that the reward 
was not worth the journey. He told 
me that many years ago these 
fetiches were worth a journey from 
anywhere to see, but that vandals, 
our Americans, who can see nothing 
wonderful in anything that has not 
a dollar behind it, dynamited these 
ancient idors to discover if there 
were not treasurers burie'd under- 
neath. He said one was totally ruin- 
ed, and the other partially destroyed, 
and that the man who made the toil- 
some journey through the wild re- 
gion would be disappointed. He said 
that these lions were carved out of 
stone, life size, by unknown, prehis- 
toric people; that the present Indians 
hold them in reverence and travel 
many miles, at certain seasons of the 
yearj\to anoint their, heads and dance 
around them by jiight. 
, 'And this" is why I brought up in 
the timber camb.and here is what 
there was 6f it:

The Englishman "was no coward,

That evening I was sitting by a 


table talking with two rangers -whom 
I had become acquainted with, and 
was relating to them a ranger inci- 
dent that happened on the Mexican 
border a year before, of how two 
rangers had captured a Mexican who 
had murdered a river guard. 


Then a Mexican came tearing to- 


ward us. With a jump he came to 
our table and struck his big fist on 
it with a force that scattered the 
poker chips about the room.

We are not endeavoring 
to discourage peace conferences and 
federations. 
We are merely calling 


attention 
to 
facts — indisputable 


facts. 


The 
Scriptures

scribe our present condition. They 
give us a word-painting of what *s 
now going on, saying, "Beat your 
plow-shares into swords and your 
priming-hooks Into spears. 
Let the 


weak boast that they are strong"and 
endeavor to keep pace with the 
strong. 
"Come, get ye,down to the

come forth from the prison-house of 
death, as the Scriptures declare; will 
come forth that they may be made 
acquainted with the true God and 
with his glorious Son, the Redeemer, 
and with the principles of righteous- 
ness in contrast with the principles 
of sin.
